ON NEW COUNTY 
JAIL PAID OFF 


Adams County today was in pos­ 
session of a perfectly good—but no 
longer needed—Sinking Fund Com­ 
mission. 
Tile commission Thursday paid 
off the last $8,000 still owing on 
the $50,000 in bonds issued in 1947 
for the construction of the county’s 
new jail. 
And that leaves it without any 
further duties except to audit its 
accounts and disband. 
That will probably happen in 
January when the county auditors 
begin their annual work. The coun­ 
ty commissioners, the auditors and 
the county treasurer comprise the 
commission as set up in 1947 and 
since there will be no duties to be 
performed until audit time, the 
commission will probably not meet 
to disband until that time. 
Have $4,000 Left Over 
Final action of the commission 
will be to determine what to do 
about the approximately $4,000 still 
remaining in the fund. Officials said 
today that most likely that amount 
will be turned over to the general 
fund of the county. 
And lf it is, that amount will just 
about pay off' the last bit of in­ 
debtedness of the county. 
Thirty or more years ago the 
county borrowed $150.000—$50,000 to 
take care of needs of the county. 
$100 OOO as the county's share toward 
purchasing the old turnpikes and 
turning them into the modem roads 
of today. 
As set up at that time the $100 - 
OOO in bonds for turnpike purchases 
was to be paid out of the liquid fuel 
fund The $50,000 was to be paid 
wit of general funds of the county 
over a long period, as the bonds 
matured •

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Robot Making Forecasts Better 


Than Weatherman Gives Promise 
By DON WHITEHEAD 
WASHINGTON. 
—A robot that 
can make weather forecasts better 
and faster than a skilled meteor­ 
ologist is one of the exciting pos­ 
sibilities today in the world where 
men are struggling for a better un­ 
derstanding of what the weather 
is going to do. 
This robot Is a highspeed elec­ 
tronic computer which will move 
out of the laboratory in actual op­ 
eration by the U.S. Weather Bu­ 
reau next spring. 
Meteorologists hope the compu­ 
ter in tutie will open up a whole 
new vista of weather forecasting. 
They don’t look for immediate sen­ 
sational results, but they do expect 
that the weather man, with the 
robot's aid. will be able to predict 
more 
quickly 
and 
accurately 
whether cloudy or sunny skies will 
prevail tomorrow 
Forecast “Overlooked” Storm 
One reason for the.r optimism 
is this: 
In testing the machine at the 
Princeton Institute for Advanced 
Study, scientists found the robot 
had 
produced 
a 
weather 
map 
which pred.cted a sudden storm 
the f o r e casters themselves had 
massed. 
Since 
then, 
the 
machine had 
made other forecasts so success­ 
fully that the Weather Bureau has 
contracted for an operational mod­ 
el which is being built by the In­ 
ternational B u s i n e s s M achenes 
Corp. The machine rental will run 
around MOO.OOO a year. 
Dr. George P Crewman, one of 
the Bureau’s experts, talks of the 
machine which a sort of affection­ 
ate es asper at. on 
Not A “Wizard" 
"Don’t call this thing a brain’ 
or a ’wizard,’ because it isn’t,'* he 
said. "Actually it’s a stupid sort 
of creature. It hasn’t the faintest 
idea what to do unless told. But 
lf you tell it the right things, then 
It works. 
"The machine will assist in fore­ 
casting whether its going to be 
cloudy, rainy or clear. It can’t fore­ 
cast when rain will turn to sleet or 
what time the rain will stop, It 
can’t campit!* the direction of a 
hurricane. We've atm got a long 
way to go with our work.” 
The machine, in computing a 
X-hour forecast for half the United 
States, makes 760,000 multiplica- 
Lons and divisions and IO million 
additions and subtractions and per­ 
forms roughly 30 million other op­ 
erations in a matter of minutes, 
Hope* For Future 
Jerome

the long-range prediction field. 
"Up to this time.*' he said. "we 
haven't been able to formn’ate our 
problem sufficiently mathematical­ 
ly to tell the machine what to do, 
We don’t know enough about the 
equations necessary.'*

ahead as much as 30 days. He 
hopes ultimately to make a re­ 
liable day-to-day forecast 30 days 
in advance—and to pash the gen­ 
era’ forecasts out to cover an en­ 
tre season.

RUSSIAN HAS 
ANOTHER ARMS 
SLASHING PLAN 


UNITED NATIONS. N Y., UPI — 
Andrei Vishinsky called last night 
for a step-by-step program of arms 
reduction with nuclear weapons to 
be eliminated at the halfway mark. 
The western Big Three cautiously 
termed the Soviet proposal a move 
in the right direction. 
Winding up a policy speech of 
an hour and 40 minutes to the 
U N. General Assembly, the chief 
Soviet delegate submitted a long 
resolution containing the most de- 
tailed and complex disarmament 
program hts government has of­ 
fered in the U.N.’s nine-yera his­ 
tory. 
Vlshinsky brushed over Presi­ 
dent Eisenhowers proposal of an 
atomic pool for peaceful purposes. 
He said the United States so far 
has failed to come up with any 
concrete ideas on atomic weapon 
control.

“The lack of any building activity 
during the 1930s and 1940s, the 
relatively sm all size of school dis­ 
tricts, their lack of wealth, and 
the constitutional lim itation of their 
borrowing power w ere formidable 
and constat factors in retarding 
a much needed m odernization.” 
Hertz lauded the work of school 
building authorities 
in providing 
construction. 
Such authorities have been es­ 
tablished in every county of the 
commonwealth, 
except 
Philadel­ 
phia, Montour and Wayne.

like him in all the e a rth ,” 
The author of the book of Job 
takes up the problem . The result 
is a dram a th at ranks first with 
m any scholars. 
T hom as 
Carlyle 
says: 
"I call 
this book—one of 
the grandest things ever w ritten. 
Our first, oldest statem en t of the 


never-ending problem : M an’s des­ 
tiny, and G od's way with him here 
on the e a rth .” 


To interpret Jo b ’s suffering Is 
not an easy m atter. F irst ive think 
of his own reaction. He wa* a re ­ 
ligious m an. In spite of his g reat 
possessions he was hum ble before 
God, and he was a faithful wor­ 
shipper, often m aking special sa c ­ 
rifice to God. So we are surprised 
to heal him cry out "T here is no 
ju stice .” But we m ust rem em ber 
th a t Job was in g reat agony and 
despair. We recall the S aviour's 
cry from the Cros.s, "M y God, m y 
God, why h ast thou forsaken m e?” 
When 
hum anity 
has 
alm ost 
reached the end of suffering it is 
n atu ral to use extrem e language. 
Job felt a distressing aloneness: 
he had for the m om ent lost his 
God: 
"Oh, th at I knew w here I 
m ight find h im !” W hat earn est re­ 
ligious 
m an 
has 
not 
had 
such 
m om ents of desperation? 
But the 


j afflicted m an came to himself, as 
it w ere. He knew th at he would 
j not be separated from God perm a­ 


nently. 
God had not forgotten His 
faithful servant. 
So clear 
as a 
ringing bell Job declared his abid­ 
ing faith: “ But he knows the way 
I th a t I take: 
when he has tried 
; m e, I shall com e forth as gold ” 
T rials, such as Job endured, are 
I effective purifiers of ch a racter, if 
faith does not fail. 
How did Job’s wife explain the 
deep tragedy? 
A ccording to the 
j record she m ade sh o rt shrift of 
the whole m atter. "C urse God and 
die,” was her counsel. Such a view 
:s not com mon, but it is som etim es 
held. 
God has forgotten or neglect­ 
ed. 
There the incident ends, when 
j fa^th is shallow. 
Job's m isfortune 
and 
affliction 
becam e known far and wide. Peo­ 
ple 
cam e 
to 
see 
him . 
Three 
"frien d s” 
are 
recorded 
to have 
passed m uch tim e with him and 


s- vs un av...* i 
was a sinful m an. Therefore his 
I sufferings, they concluded. While 
Job did not claim sinlessness he 
did 
not 
agree 
with 
the 
three 
‘friends.” The purpose of suffer­ 
ing is not to punish the sinner or 
why would so m any flagrant sin­ 
ners go free, and prosper? 
In Job’s 
case God called him the best man 
on earth. Yet his affliction was ex­ 
trem e 
Job felt he had lost contact with 
his God. "Oh, th at I knew' where 
I m ight find him,” he explained 
in 
his 
anguish. 
He 
would 
then 
f.nd the solution to his burdensom e 
problem 
To all who seek Him the 
Lord has this encouraging word: 
"You will seek me and find m e; 
when you seek me w ith all your 
h ea rt."

M ILFORD, Del. (^—T rium phant 
segregation forces said today the 
tem porary defeat of integration in 
M ilford’s high school is “ the first 
step tow ard our u ltim ate goal of 
m aking sure th a t no N egroes a t­ 
tend w hite schools in the sta te ."

pro-segregationists 
scored 
a victory y esterd ay w hen a new 
school board in M ilford announced 
it w as rescinding an o rd er in te­ 
grating ll N egro pupils in the 10th 
grade of the Lakeview Ave. school 
“ in the best in te rests of tile pupils 
in the co m m u n ity ." 


The b o ard ’s sta te m en t did not 
say w hether segregation w as p e r­ 
m anent, or only effective for the 
period until the U.S. Suprem e C ourt 
hands down its decision on how in­ 
tegration shall be ca rrie d out. 


The p resident of the D elaw are 
chapter of the N ational Assn. for 
the A dvancem ent of Colored Peo­ 
ple. W agner P. Jack so n , denounced 
the action as a “ sham eful, d eg rad ­ 
ing spectacle of our duty consti­ 
tuted authority ignom iniously su r­ 
rendering to the illegal actions of 
a lawless mob." He said, “We have 
already begun planning our next 
legal actio n ." H e declined to elab ­ 
orate. 
L ast night, the pro-segregation- 
ists held th eir eighth m eeting in 
as m any days and celeb rated w hat 
w as term ed “ a point w on" by B ry­ 
ant Bowles, p resid en t of the N a­ 
tional Assn. for the A dvancem ent 
of W hite People, the sp earh ead of 
the drive ag ain st integration.

Successful bird photography, ac­ 
cording to th e experts, depends on 
a knowledge of bird habits, use of 
th e 
m ost

equipm ent, physical endurance, u n ­ 
lim ited patience and zeal for th e 
outdoor life to reach the inaccess­ 
ible. n atu ral feeding grounds. 
Well, the experts are absolutely 
correct—except for a few m inor de­ 
tails. I have ju st survived a m ajor 
bird photographic expedition, have

studies and would like to pass on 
specific details so th a t you, too can 
become an expert closer to hom e. 
“Know th eir feeding sta tio n s” is 
a basic rule. T h a t was easy for me. 
T he birds were eating the cherries 
off my two little back yard trees.

T h a t’s where I parted c o m p a n y ; 
w ith the experts.

I set up my 4"x5” press type 
cam era on a tripod on th e roof and 
carefully focussed on an area about 
6 feet away.

I -200th second and th e sh u tte r a t 
f-11. T he Speed G raphic lens h ad a 
solenoid tripper. T h a t enabled me 
to attach a 25-foot electric w ire ex­ 
tension to the flashgun.
